REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
arguments presented 1 1/5/09 were persuasive. The prior art of record teaches 
detection of skin pixels or objects but fails to teach or clearly suggest detection of a 
particular face size, and through a lookup table correlating face size to probability, 
weighting each frame such that detected faces closer in size to a preferred 
representation size are presented to the user for selection because of their higher 
weighted probability levels amongst the other in the video sequence. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
